JEYPOEE PAINTINGS, 


This art appears to have flourished in Jefpdre since the 
time of Maharajah Jey Singh, who brought a Musalman Painter 
from Delhi The carpenter caste in Jeypore learnt this industry, 
and up to the present time they still continue to excel all others 
in it For many years, however, the potters or khomura have 
taken to painting, and so much zeal have they thrown into this 
work, that many of them are now included among the master- 
workmen. Some Brahmin families are also employed in this work* 
Of late years, pointing and drawing have found a homo in the 
School of Art* A good idea of the progress made can be obtain¬ 
ed from examining the specimens exhibited in the Calcutta 
Exhibition. 


There are some beautiful designs for Jewellery and Enamel 
work, which have been painted by Ram Bux, the teacher in the 
School of Art B 

In mythological pictures, there h generally a great want of 
light and shade. A considerable trade is done in Jey pore pictures, 
which are exported to all parts of India. Prices for portraits vary 
from 4 annas to R& oQ or GO. 

There are about 150 families employed in this industry. 
Water colon rn are those principally used, and English colour^ 
have now almost entirely supplanted the native. 

The paint brushes used by these people are made of the hair 
of the squirrel's tail, A large number of man earn their living 
by house decoration, as not only the interior hut also the 
exterior of houses in Jeypore are generally doth* covered by speci¬ 
mens of thoir art. 

Over one thousand designs for the Manchester cloth printers 
have been made by the Jeypora painters since last year.

JEYFGFlE pottery. 

Before the establishment of the Jeypore School of Art 
in 1^56, there were two kinds of Pottery made in the State, the 
common or red variety and (he blaek; both of these were 
manufactured at Ruswa in the Jeypore Stale Ly native potters. 

Chatties, @umhb, ami Pots of different shapes ami sizes 
of thin common pottery wete sold in the Bazanr, 

But since the opening of the School of Art, groat progress 
has been made in this moat useful branch of industry, Joy pore 
Pottery' has now a very extensive sale, and there are new few 
Indian houses which do not contain specimens of it. 

Year by year greater improvement is shown in the manu¬ 
facture and both the quality and quantity having decidedly iin- 
proveii There are two principal varieties of Pottery made, w $;— 
Stone Pottery, 

Clay Pottery. 

The following is the mode of manufacture. The materials 
used in making stone Pottery :— 

Felspar. 

Glass* 

Country Soda or Snjee. 

Yellow Olay or Mgolt&ni* 

KiUhern, a kind of Gum. 

all these materials arc well ground after which, they are sifted 
through wire gauze, and then mixed together. 

The moulds arc nest filled with this material t and then 
joined carefully together (this causes the process to he a lengthy 
one)« and finished off. To render it stronger a coaling of finely- 
powdered white fdspar mixed with starch is laid on.after drying, 
it is ready for painting. 

The colors that are used for painting are blue and green, 
the former being an oxide of cokitt and the latter un oxide of 
copper* 
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Brown and black are also uesd + After the painting ia 
fiDished, the ware is dipped in a transparent glaze made of 
prepared glass, and when dry is ready for baking. This pottery 
Las only to undergo one baking when il is ready for the market, 

CLAY POTTERY* 

The second kind of Pottery is made of white clay or kasbir 
which is found in the hills of Fockara situated in the Joy pom 
territory. 

Process.—T his clay is mixed with water and passed through 
a musltu sittve, after which it h partially dried, till it readies the 
proper consistency when the moulds are filled with it. 

This Pottery is not made in separate pieces* but ia completed 
in the mould* When dry, it is placed in the painter's hands, 
after which it is glazed, and then placed in the furnace. 

The materials used in the painting and glazing arc the 
b ame as are used for the stone pottery* 

Time occupied en making Stone Pottery, 

This is a slow process for the reasons above mentioned. 
3 men are able to make 30 pieces in 46 days, working full time. 
This is just sufficient to fill the furnace* The Kasbir Pottery 
having a quicker process, 3 men can make DO articles in a mouth. 

PuicE,—-The price varies according to the size and design 
of the article, and runs from 4 annas to Rs* 10. The stone 
Pottery is more expensive than the clay. The number of workmen 
employed is 6. 

In addition to Pottery, first-class Fire Bricks are made, for 
which large orders are received from Agra and other places. The 
Jeypore Gas aud Water Works are also supplied. 

Fire Bricks are sold at a rate of Re. I per hundred, and Fire 
Clay at Ra. 2 per maund. 

Some short time ago an endeavour was made to make 
porous poU for batteries, but the result was not a success*

Generally a Jump of brass about, 
one muuud in weight is lakep and worked oat iu the required 
number of specimens. 

a general rule one inn a ml of Brass which yields £0 to 
30 vessel* of ordinary capacity, will take the Brazier one month 
of work. At this calculation, au ordinary water-vessel of brass 
will take 1 j or 2 days to prepare. 

There are nearly one hundred iunilies of Thatehma, Of 
Braziers, employed in Jeypore.

ENGRAVED BRASS WORK. 

Since the Simla Exhibition of 1870* a great impetus has 
been given to the manufacture of carved and engraved brass 
work iu the School of Art at Jeypore. This useful work has 
since that time been steadily improving, and the articles now 
turned out by the School Are now intended both for use nnd 
Ornament. They meet with a ready sale : numerous specimens 
are exhibited iu the Exhibition, and it will be seen in how shore a 
time such improve moats can be made. Badges for Servants, and 
ChapraseBj Stamps, dies and all kinds of ornamental brass and 
metal work are admirably executed at a moderate cyst. 


















PROCESS OF MANUFACTURE. 
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There are four stage* through which the brass passes before 
it is finished. 

1st. The brass is moulded and wrought out Late shape by 
the Brazier* 

2nd* It passes into the hands of the Turner, who gives it a 
fine polish and smoothness on the lathe, 

3rd. It is then banded cm to the Designer, who covers its 
sin face with a coating of chalk, and draws out on this the required 
design in pencil, 

4-th, It U then sent to the Engraver who finishes it 

Some specimens, such as Panda 11s or Be till Buses, are not 
Only engraved but pierced. 

Beige,—V aries according to the workmanship and the labour 
bestowed, and not on size or weight of material* Bra^s work ia 
sold from Rs. 1 to 3 per seer.

34 PAPIER MACHE FIGURES OR MODELS. 

The made of manufacture b briefly as follows 

First, a day figure is modelled to the required shape, after 
which it is allowed to dry. 

Paper is then taken and soaked in water into which a quan¬ 
tity of Femicreek seed (Mebtee Dana) is put; the paper is then 
wdl beaten and mixed. A paste is then prepared of wheat flour 
which is applied to the model. 

After this a coating of the paper mass or pulp is applied to 
the figure of the required thickness. This Is allowed to half-dry 
after which it is worked into shape by a long sharp pointed 
tool, when the figure has dried, the day is removed from the 
interior by a hole made at the bottom. This hole is afterwards 
closed by paste and paper pulp. There are about 10 families of 
Brahmins employed in the Papier Machd manufacture in Joy jkto. 

, “ P tlt,d P aI WOrfe to prepare mythological fibres, which are 
placed .n the public thoroughfare, and in temples on the occa- 
sum of the different religious ceremonies. They also manufac¬ 
ture a large number of baskets in which grain and flour are kept. 

The trade is not very extensive, however, and the Brahmins 
employed m it also cam their living as priests. Only a small 
nntuber of Papier Machd Exhibits have been sent to Calcutta, 
but the elephants in the Exhibition have been made by Jeyporo 
papier machd workers. 

This industry is still in its infancy in Jeypore, but the speci¬ 
mens sent will show what progress has been made. When fur¬ 
ther developed, this art will be very useful in illustratin'* the 
different castes for types as well a, j n making collection of 

mythological characters. The material is light, strong, and little 
liable to breakage*

These manufactures are of great exeellraico, not only on 
account of the admirable patterns of purely native design* but also 
for that of the coloring which is in all instances fast 

Numerous specimens of Sanganir and Bugroo Obi litres have 
been sent to Calcutta* and the Curtains of the Jeypore Court tire 
constructed of these manufactures. 


The richness of colouring and the variety of patterns have 
lately caused those Chintzes to be used largely by Europeans for 
house decoration, and they are now extensively used for Purdahs, 
Table Covers* Jbo. When stamped in gold and silver, these arc 
admirably suited for Boudoir decoration, as a very rich and highly 
esthetic appearance b obtained. 

The prices are somewhat high, but it must be remembered 
that each piece takes some four months to prepare. 

The process of manufacture is os follows - 

A piece of white cotton doth is washed i n water* and after¬ 
wards immersed in a solution of linseed oil* lime and water, in the 
following proportions *

The doth is repeatedly dipped in this solution, and exposed 
to the Aim's rays as often as fifteen times, in ns many days ; after 
this it is well washed, and then dried; when dry, it "is dipped in a 
solution of the Tenninalia C 'hebula, which is of a vellow colour. 
The piece is thou spread on the ground to dry.

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The next part of the process is the promotion of a printing 
ink, which is made with a solution of alum, turmeric and the 
dust of iron rust, the root of a dye called Rubin Matijuh, and 
Mowers of the Gristea TomeiUosa* To these a little oil is added, 
after which the dye is filtered in a wooden vessel. The dye is 
then ready for the wooden stamp. More than I r QNG different 
stamps are preserved by the printers, and they paint tho various 
patterns iu shelf hands on tha cloths according to tho choice of 
ihesr customers. 

The cloths are printed twice, and require great care in mani- 
pillation. After tho second printing, the cloths are boiled ibr 
time in a solution of 

Morinda Citrifolia, 

Rubin Muiijith, 

Terminal la Chebula, 
and arc afterwards exposed to the sum 

When dried the pieces are sent to Sanganir or Bugroo to be 
wasted in the river, where they are soaked for nearly two weeks, 
during which time the doth receive* a peculiar rosy tint, tilts 
colour being peculiar to the water of tho river. 

These cloths have stilt to be printed a^ain and washed, and 
when dried after which they arc sent to Jeypore — 

This is the process observed in tho white chintz. 

Those with colored grounds are simply dyed whatever colour 
is required. 

Tho Bug roc Chintzes are prepared in a similar manner, but 
the colour^ are not considered to last as well, hence they do not 
command such. high price* 

All natives of Jcypore use these chintzes, and the variety 
of colour and design of the Joy pore drees is universally admired. 
There is but Httlo doubt that these chintzes, when better known 
among Europeans, will obtain an eitensive snU-j on account 
of their ready adaptability to the purposes of artistic 
decoration. 

Among H, IT the Maharajah^ loans may be noticed speci¬ 
mens nf old Sangnuir Chintz.

MALPORA FELTS. 

This very useful, industry has, ft wording to trad it ion j bad 
its home in Mat pur a since u very early period, as mention is 
made of these Fabrics in some of the aldcat Hindu religious works 
extant The woollen goods of Mat pur a are far superior to those 
made in Jejpcwe, Teak, and cither parts of Bajputaaa. These 
felts are eatte naively exported to Jodhpora, OdeyporO, Bikanir, etc,, 
and they are also largely need for mam dabs for the Bengal 
Cavalry. There am about ten families engaged in the manufac¬ 
ture,, Mamdahs, G hughies r Jananidzes. Asnns, Bedcovers, etc,, are 
the principal articles manufactured in Malpura. 

Mode of Preparation *—Sheep wool is first well dressed by 
washing with soap in deep water, either in rivers or tanks. 
After it has been thoroughly cleaned, it is dried

Tho material is again dressed and spread is this layers 
upon a cotton doth ; it is then sprinkled with soap water, after 
which another layer of wool is placed on the first and amiliuly 
sprinkled; this pieces is repeated till it reaches the required 
thickness, when it ia thoroughly saturated with soap water, and 
then gently beaten with a light slick. 

This is continued until the wool becomes like a pulp, when 
it is worked into &ny kind of shape, and finally well washed with 
dean ^atcr. The prices of Mai purs felta vary according to the 
quality.

These gbughk-s are sold at from Rs, 2a to Rs. 30 per score, 
thus giving the manufacturers on an average two anqas per Rupee 
profit. There is a Rqj-t^x of Rs, 6-4-0 per cent, on Mai purs 
Felts. One Ghughie or Mamdiih of a common pattern takes 3 
days to prepare. Prices of Ghughiea vary from Rs. 1-4-0 the low* 
eat. to Rs. 5 the highest, the felt being of a common quality. 

About Rs. 3,000 to Rs. 4,000 worth of Fells arc exported 
yearly, 

I have not a doubt that if these fabrics were better known 
to Europeans, that there would be a much more extensive trade, 
as they are not only pretty, but also useful as carpets and rugs.

A considerable quantity of embroidery made in the School 
of Art, but it is chiefly copied from the Embroidered Work 
of Delhi and Lucknow, The Embroidery h worked on Silk, 
Velvet* Cotton or Woolen materials. 

The process is simple. 

The design is a raised one worked on the material in cotton 
thread* this is afterwards covered with gold thread or wire. 

Numerous specimens are exhibited both from the Jeypore 
Girls' School and from the School of Aits. The value is fired by 
calculating the amount of gold wire used* plus the labour which 
is charged, at a rate of 14 annas a tola.

CARNETS. 

It is not at all certain when garnets were first discovered 
in Rajputana, Unt as far back as fifty years ago rough stones :tre 
known to have been exported, which had been cut by Delhi 
Ijipidaries fur jewellery. 

The people engaged in digging the quarries are mostly 
Joghios. who live in the Kishengurh State, and it is quite cer¬ 
tain that this sect of mendicants has for a long period been 
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acquainted with the Rajput an a quarries, for it is a fact well 
known that the*e quarries were worked secretly by them for 
many years. 

It is stated that these Jog lues were in the habit of infixing 
pilgrimages to Sangwa m the Godeyporo State, and also to Raj- 
mahid m the Jeypore fttate n regularly every year, arid it 
was generally supposed that these men went into the jungle 
for devotional purposes. About the year 1&40, however, it 
was discovered that these people used to collect garnets from the 
river beds, and they are also known to have commenced quarry^ 
ing about t he same period 

It was only after this discovery that the Kajpufcatia Staton 
commenced to levy a tas on the right to quarry. In addition 
to the Joghiesj the Bakjoes, KalLeidn ami Goqjur castes have in 
later years engaged themselves in quarrying for gamete. 

In former times the quarries of Sarwar in Kishengurh and 
R&jumhal in Joypore turned out the best specimens of gamete, 
but laterly these quarries have been neglected. 

The Rajinnhal quarries arc worked cuil p ansi at present 
most of the garnets in the market come from the Qodey pore 
State, 

No duty is levied on garnets either in the rough or cut 
state. 

The quarries are now rented by contract 1o the diggers, 
who pay toe Durbar from TL% 4 to Rs, 20 for each quarry man 
using a pick-axe. 

To each quarry ti mu three men are allowed to carry basket 
and ghurraa, who remove the inud and water. 

The workmen are generally the contractors, and the results 
obtained vary much according to the format ion of the strata. 

But under the most adverse circumstances these men can 
always earn enough to jpin their living, and they very often 
find large stones which bring them in a gimd deal of money. 

Generally speaking, the quarry men arc well to do, and are 
in easy circumstances. 

The quarries vary much [is to depth ; garnets ore often 
found on the surface or in river beds, or again at a depth of as 
much as 6(1 feet from the surface. The stones arc imbedded in 
mica-schifit and serpentine, and they arc generally in the form 
of dodecahedral crystals* 

The colours vary from yellow to purple, and the deepest 

crimson* 

The size of the stones varies from those ns big as grains of 
wheat up to pieces of a" or $ M in thickness. 
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A Due specimen is shown in the Calcutta. Exhibition 
weighing 4 seers. 

The rough stones are sold by the quanymen to dealers and 
lapidaries in Jeypore and Barwar, where the best specimens 
are * eke Led 

Those selected stones are then mostly polished into capon- 
chons or carbuncles, which are generally called by the trade 
tallow-topped as they are shaped like a drop ot tallow, that is, 
with a But or concave base and a convex top. 

The smaller stones are mostly exported to Switzerland 
and the Continent, and are used in the manufacture of watches 
and musical boxes. 

The lapidaries in Jeypore ore all Mahometans, whose ances¬ 
tors settled in Jeyposre seme fifty years ago. 

The amount of garnets exported from Jeypore in former 
years cannot be accurately ascertained, but it could have 
hardly hern more than Its, 10,000 annually. For the last six 
years, however, the garnets of Jeypore have been more and moro 
coming into demand for the European market, and tho export 
trade has shown a regular annual increase. Last year, garnets 
wore exported from tho jeypore State to the extent of 
Rs. {jfhQUO, the stones being principally sent to Germany, France, 
and Switzerland, where they are sold to lapidaries who recut 
them for the manufacture of jewellery. 

A fairly large quantity has in lute years been exported to 
Tnrk^' and China. The number of lapidaries employed in 
the trade has not only very much increased, but they can now 
successfully cut the atones. 

Most of the stones, as stated above, were formerly exported 
rough, but of lata years a large trade has arisen in cut stones, 
as Europeans now send home large quantities of necklaces 
made of the out stones. These are tastefully strong, and lust 
year, soma lbs. H,i i[)0 worth of these necklaces were exported. 

These neck!-ices are now made in all shapes and sizes by the 
the Jeypore lapidaries, A collection of these, from the best woi k- 
ers 1 , is shown by Mr. TelI6ry at the Exhibition. Six years ago 
not more than 50 lapidaries were employed in “working the 
garnet trade ; now there arc at least 150 lapidaries in Jeypore, 
and wimo 50 in Sarwax, These men have as much work on 
their ham! as they can execute. These artisans earn from 
4 annas to Re, I per diem. 

lbs tools used by the lapidaries are very primitive in 
character, and are the same as are in use in the Indian Bazaars. 
Hie cutting wheel is composed uf Lac and Emery powder 
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f Kuril ml) which when worn out are reunited and to- moulded, 
The stones are polished on copper wheels witli Tripoli powder. 

Gurnet powder is sold to steel polishers, being admirably 
adapted for the purpose* 

Efforts have been made to grind it, for use as a knife polish 
fa specimen of which is exhibited in the Jey pore Law Produce 
Section,) hut the heavy freight on Indian Railways prevents its 
introduction into Europe, as similar powder can be obtained in 
Bombay and Calcutta from Europe for less cost than the railway 
Freight. The price of necklaces varies from Rs. 2 to Rupees lOt) 
according to the work, colour, and size of the a tones, 

Very nc^t ones can be obtained, however, for from Rs* d to 
Rs, 30. The Jcypore lapidaries have imam&ly improved of 
late yea t.% and stones can now he cut to any shape or form de¬ 
sired* Labour is cheap, and hence there has been a large and 
increasing demand for this work, 

EN AMEL WORK. 

Jeypore enamel is an art which has a world-wide reputa¬ 
tion, and the history of its introduction into Jcypiro has a con¬ 
siderable mmamt of interest. In former days, Ben n res was the 
home of ibis fine art ; later, the art flourished in Delhi and 
Lahore. It was during the rei&n of Maharajah Man Singh, 
some 30 years after the foundation of Jeyporc, that five Sikh 
families from Lahore; settled in Jcypore at the request of this 
prince* 

At that time little was known of the work, nor was the 
work extensively carried on, but during the last GO years it 
has Acquired a wide spread fame, and Jcypore has now sur¬ 
passed both Delhi and Lahore in the excellence and finish of 
its enamel work. Enamelling is done on gold, diver and 
copper, but gold is the principal metal used as the other metals 
can be cnatu oiled in but few colours* The mode of procedure 
is as follows:— 

Lst< The material to be enamelled has first to be worked 
up by the goldsmiths info the required shape. The goldsmith 
then engraves the metal with a style, according to the pattern 
supplied to him, or if the design is left to him, he works it out 
according to his own fancy. 

The design in drawn on the ornament, which is then en¬ 
graved, and afterwards the engraven surface is carefully polished. 

The worker in gold then passes it on to the enamel let. 
The next part of the process consists in making a paste of the 
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enamelling with water, this h then applied to the rnproving 
by means of a metal style, the water is ttusn nonked up curefiUly 
with a linen rap, mid the specimen is then re;uly tor the furnace. 
The ornament i* then placed on u piece of talc and put into 
the twangnlar-ahaped furnace, which is healed to a red-beat. 
The intense heat sunn melts the enamel, end as soon ns the 
enamelkr is satisfied, he removes it. This part of the process 
requires the greatest cure, and it is only by long practice that 
the workman can tell bow long or bow short a time to keep it 
in the furnace. 

They never take their eyes off the piece until they see that 
the enamel has thoroughly melted and diffused itself throughout 
the lines of engraving. After removal from the furnace the 
workman c&refally examines the piece, and if satisfactory, it is 
then burnished with a whet-stone until the specimen receives a 
perfect polish. If the specimen is imperfect, it has to be dona 
over again. Only one colour am be applied at a time to the 
metal 

White, which is the hardest, is applied first, then Green, Blue, 
Black, and last of all red. which require* the very greatest cure. 
After each application of colour, the specimen requires to be 
placed in the furnace. The following colours can be applied to 
the metals mentioned below, viz.— 

a.—Gold ad mite of all colours* 
h—Silver admits Green, Blue, Yellow* and Fink. 

C.—Copper admits White, Bed, Fink, and Black. 

The gold go which the enamel is placed is of the purest 
quality, and many attribute the great excellence of the Jeypore 
work to this fact. 

Jtypore has long been noted for the excellence of its White 
and Bed enamelling on gold. 

There is at present but little enamel done on silver or copper 
owing to the slight demand for it, but some magnificent speci¬ 
ous of old silver enamel are exhibited among H. H. the Ma¬ 
harajah's loans in the Calcutta Exhibition, If these are carefully 
examined, it will at once be seen what really beautiful work can 
be done on silver if required. There are at present eight fami¬ 
lies of enamel workers in Jcypore, and 4 families of engravers. 

There are also several families of stud workers who set the 
jewels into the enamel after it has passed from the baud of the 
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Enamellers, The time required to enamel a specimen varies 
much, but as a rule 3 or 4 days per tola aw required, viz.,—

The colours used enamelling are obtained from Lahore, 
being manufactured by o Mahomed an caste called Mynas. 

The exact composilion of the colour brick is nut known, hut 
it is supposed that they are made up with glass and crystal, 
colon 1 ! E by various metallic oxides, 

The blue corner from Klictri and is cobalt, and sulphate of 
copper is known to be extensively ased + But the exact colours 
obtained are probably dependent on the different degrees of heat 
applied. The yearly amount of enamel work turned out can 
rim ho exactly calculated, but on a calculation of 3 or 4 yearn, it 
is roughly concluded to lie not less than R*. 30 K Q0Q to Its, 40,000. 

There is no tax on enamel or enamel workers. 

Punishment for fal.se or bad work. The maker has to re¬ 
pair the bad enamel, and if false work nr metal is used, they 
are liable to iinprisonEiievu and line. The pattern and shapes in 
use vary greatly, and depend Jargdyon the fancy of the customer,

The original homo of this manufacture was m Delhi hut 
for many years past this trade has been extensively carried on in 
many parts of India. 

The laces of Jeypore are noted for their quality, and the 
manufacturers have surpassed the Delhi workers iu the quality 
even if not in the patter ns and richness of these laces. 


Mode of Manufacture* 

The Jeypore laces are prepared from the purest silver 
coated with pure gold, and it b on this account that the work 
h of such a lasting character. 

The rule is that when the lace-makers wish to prepare their 
wire, they have first to take the metals to the Mint, where it is 
assayed by the Superintendent, and afterwards, if passed, melted 
m bis presence. The melted mass is then passed on to the wire 
drawers, who can draw one tola of silver into a wire varying from 
200 to 1,000yards iu length. 

The wire is then sent to the beater*, who Batten the wire, 
after which it is ready to be woven into lace. 

The beaters also coat the silver wire with a thin layer of 
gold, and this requires the moat delicate manipulation. 
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A mtos of silver weighing R*. 70 is taken, which is techni¬ 
cally called PsLm; thb requires from 0 to Si mas has of gold to 
coat it p according to the tecjui reel thickness of gilding required. 
Ordinary laces are generally made from lace which carrier 
SO maehaa of gold to the TtxsiL 

The wages paid to the workers varies according to the thin¬ 
ness or thickness of the wire, and the weight of the gold used* 
The Turkish or wire-drawers, get from Rs. 5 to Rs. 3i>. The 
Reatera or Dnbhtfyars are paid at the rate of Its. G-4-0 per cent, 
on amount of metal toed* 

The weavers get 2 annas per tola* 


Profit Rmlized. 

Two arm ns per rupee. There are nearly SO shops of lace- 
makers in Jeypore, and about 400 families ore engaged in [his 
industry. The annual outturn is about oUQ to GOO Pasas of 
silver* No Raj tax is levied.

LAC BRACELETS, 

A very important manufacture is that of Chnris. or the 
ornamental Bracelets of Shell-lac, which are generally w orn by 
the women of this country, 

hi tills part of India no woman, however p'?or a is seen with¬ 
out her Lac Bracelets so an idea can be formed of the enormous 
trade carried on in these ornaments. 

Specimens are exhibited in the Jeypore Court, but only a 
few, as the design is constantly changing. When worn they 
are very picturescue, and in tho case of the gaUia they 
are decidedly handsome. The variety of color and design is 
worthy ot remark. 
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Lace Bracelets are prepared and sold by a class of Hoho- 
medans who follow this trade only, and nTu called Hamburg 

The mode of preparation is as follows :— 

Tea Seers of the purest Shell-lac, obtained from the Foe pal - 
tree, is 3ofii>> d in cold water fi>r a considerable tiine r and then 
frgiqiiofttly washed until all the inipuriiies are removed, and a 
red color begins to shnw itself in the water* Then an equal 
quaniity of old powdered braCeleiB is mixed with the mass to 
which twice ita weight of pure sand is afterwards added, 

The ma^s is then gently heated in nti iron pan until it 
melts and becomes pliable, it is then allowed to cool down 
a bit, after w inch it is well hammered on a stone slab so as to 
thoroughly mis the different ingredients. 

Part of the mass is then taken and drawn out into long 
piiaVde rods, which are wound round a conical wooden instru¬ 
ment, called a Hattn* which is about one foot iu height. 

One cud of the taper-like rod is heated, rrnd while revok¬ 
ing roniiid the Hatta, it is tapped with a flat wooden instrument, 
which gmdnally lengthens the material until it reaches tho 
required thickness. The lac rope or liinaud is then bruken off 
at the proper point, the ends slightly heated and rapidly joined. 
One a(W another are prepared in a descending scale of a be,, 
until a complete pyramid of Cburis is finished. Those pyramids 
go by the name of Muthm, 

These are afterwards varnished with a warm paste consisting 
of Chun liras, Vermillion, Verdigris, Yellow Sulphate of Arsenic, 
and Indigo, which are applied to ^he it the requisite color* 

The varnished Muthm is afterwards exposed to the sun 
and dried, und then goes by the name of Chui/A 

This kind of Bracelet is usually worn by the lower classes 
and the poorer member* of the community, There are, however, 
another kind of Luc Bracelets which are much more cosily* 
require much labor iu preparation, and which are ornamented 
and decorated with false Pearls, Tinsel, and many other kinds 
of fancy work. These Bracelets are called gatlw. The mode 
oF prejiznHiou is the same as in the Churdi up to the point of the 
coloured coating. An ink called Bangui an Kil tab lee co resisting of

LACQUERED WORE IN WOOD. 

Tbo ^Iscqnerod work in Jejpore is now nmdo Ly the 
fecbool of Art, who Lave during the Inst three roars taken tin's 
industry in hmd. 

The lacquer is liko tho lacquered turnery of Khtmdela a 
place in the Jeypore State, noted for its lacquered work. 

A very large trade has sprung up m this work, and owing to 
the demand, there are hardly ever many specimens on hand. 

The process of manufacture is simple. The wooden speci¬ 
men is turned on a lathe, and while turned, coloured lac is laid 
on it in successive layers. These, when dry,ore scratched through 
to reach the Ji tie rent cot ours. 

'Hie price varies, according to (he sire of the article and the 
number of designs worked on it, from 4 anti as to Es, 15. 

The average time taken by one man to prepare a single 
piece of lacquered work, say, a tray 7 inch diameter, is about n 
tk\y and a half. 

The master workmans name is Saroo. 
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
